In Balloting: Over Million Vote

BERLIN, 
}lin handed Russia and commun- 
lism a stinging rebuke today in 
rolling up a great election triumph 
Sunday for anti-Soviet socialists. 

Complete returns showed 86.2 
|per cent of eligible western Ber- 
jliners voted.
